It Is
the duty of every court to so charge
the jury and the duty of every solicl-
tor to maoke out a case, 1 have told
Col. Rus#ell that with hig reputation
for falrnoss T shall expect him to real-
Ize and concede that the rallroads
must obey the laws the same as any
othey person.”

AR no one admiis drinking the wine,
it could not have been approved, and
therefore It Is argued that the New
York firm hag no claim on the state,

Forty Passengers Drown Near Anglers,

Forty passerigers in a third class
rallroad car and the engineer of the
train were drowned Sunday afternoon
In a railroad accident threa miles
southeast of Anglers, Frapca.

The locomotive of a crowded loeal
train jumped the track when entering
the bridge over the river Lolre at Les
Ponte de Ce. The stone railings gave
way and the engine plunged Into the
river, fifty feet below, dragging down
with It its tender and the baggage and
third class cars. Fourtunately no oth.
er cars went Into the water, as the
coupling between the sscond and third
cars broke,

The third class car was well filled
with passengers, but although part ot
the roof was blown off by the con-
fined alr as it sank, not a single pas.
senger extricated himselt, and all wer
drowned like rats in a trap.

FARMER KILLED WITH HAMMEL

Nelghbor, Who Had Quarrelsd with
Him, Arresod for Crime,

A murder oceurred four miies north
of Buda some time between foon and
6 o'clock Bunday afternoon, whén Au.

BAD AS EARTHQUAKE

ASAN FRANCISCO'S ITERNAL

STRIFE RENDS CITY.

The Nivalry of Spre keln and Cals
honn MHas Divided the Town Inte
Two Camps and for Months the
Battle Flan Haged,

Ban Franclacoe correspondence :

Time alone will reveal the full troth
of the extraordinary intrigue and war-
fare, class foud and personal vendetta,
that Involve the graft Investigation In
Ban Franclseo and that huve Nlled this
Clty’s cup of bitterness and strife—a
mwre disastrous visltation, Indeed, than
that of earthquake and five.

San Franclsco, the fairest and greats
est of citles on the PPacllie coast, In-
comparably favored by natural advan-
tage with llmitable resovrces behind
her, and the trade of the Orlent facing
hor, destined to be oue of the groatest
ports In the world, has been vexed and
torn more by Internal steife and dis
order than by the ealamity which start-
el at 5:15 o'clock Wednesday morning,
Aprdl 15, T, shinking ler foundations,
and by the consequent fires devastating
four square mlles and destroying five
hundred miillons worth of property.

In San Franciso today the fght s
tot merely the old one of oapital
against labor, although that Is still be-
lug waged fiercely and without gquarter,
but the opposing torces of two captalns
of ludustry, two of the vieal eapl-
talists In Californin, are drawn In a
struggle (o the death. For some months
the lines of battle have been clearly

Patrick Calboun, who 18 a grandson
of Jolm O. Calboun, nnd I8 & man of
great abllity, lmpressive foree, uid who
has bullt up a great fortume, controls
street rallronds In Pittsburg, as well as
In Ban Franciseo, Flve years ngo, the
Uulted Rallroogds, M which My, Cal-
doun 18 the lLeaviest stockholder, ab-
jorbed most of the street rajlvomds in
San Francisco, and set about vast -
provements of the system, Shortly be-
fore the dizaster of Aprll, 1006, the
United Rallronds commenced the el
itricization of its system, . After a long

The Merchants’ Associntion employed

orously assalled by the Spreckels group
of theorists, who, disappointed in thelr
obstructive tactles, organizid the Mu-
nicipal Street Rallwny Company, with
FLLI00000 of capltal stock. Incorpor-
atlon papers were flled the day before
the great disaster—and the war was
on,

The earthquake and the fire ocens
sloned the temporary postponement of
the Spreciels 'helan  street  rallrond
plang, but lnnedlately afterward they
were found concentrating thelr afforts
on attacking wind heckling the Unlted
Rallronds and Its president.  Rudolph
Hpreckels earvied his opposition so far
thiet in the famous Committes of Fifty,
which took charge of the olty's affalrs
after the fire, he objected to the Unlted
Rullronds resuming car service, advanc.
Ing the fanciful view that the operation
of the ears mlght couse further contla-
gration. Desplte the dire need of the
siffering  people, the service waos
stoppund for several days, aml the gen-
ernl manager of the United Rallroads
wus threatened with arrest, The Unl-
doed Railronds agreed to carry the peo-
ple free of chincge.
